TOBACCO 
GROWING 
STATES WILL BE INCREASED 
FROM 
TEN 
TO 
FOURTEEN 
PERCENT 


Br the Associated Press 
LEXINGTON, Ky., May 5.— Acre­ 
age of the United Slate to be de­ 
voted this year to tobacco raising 
probably 
will 
increase 
by 
about 
IO percent over 1910, says a review 
made public by the Department of 
Markets, 
University 
of 
Kentucky. 
“Kentucky will change the least 
in acreage of any of the great to­ 
bacco producing states," the review 
recites, “while indications are that 
crop acreage will be increased from 
IO to 14 percent in the Carolinas 
and 
Virginia- and 
about 
500 
per 
cent in Georgia, the latter increase 
meaning that 
farmers of Georgia 
are taking to tobacco as a means 
of utilizing areas attacked by the 
boll weevil and now unsuitable for 
cotton.” 
Concerning the world tobacco sit­ 
uation, the report which is based 
on information 
froip authoritative 
domestic and foreign sources, says 
foreign acreage seems to have in­ 
creased very little over 1919, but 
condition 
of 
the 
crop 
is 
greatly 
improved and this indicates there 
should be a considerable increase 
in production. 
Reciting that at this time, a year 


ago there were vast quantities held 
in the United States, the bulletin 
declares that this year about equal, 
if not greater, stocks are held in 
the country. “England, Holland and 
Scandinavia 
find 
themselves 
with 
markets still glutted with tobacco 
shipped to them from the United 
State 
from 
August 
to 
December, 
1919, at which time the overplus of 
tobacco in the United States was 
lifted 
and 
moved 
across the At­ 
lantic, either for cash or on credit, 
in order to free this country’s mar­ 
kets for the coming selling season. 
Therefore,” the report says, “Eu­ 
ropean countries this year appar­ 
ently will not demand tobacco in 
as great quantities as before.” 


Delving into the probable price 
of Tobacco for 
1920, 
the report 
says 
“with 
acreage 
now 
planned 
and if a normal yield per acre is 
produced, the price of all burley, 
except the highest type of cigarrette 
leaf, should show a marked falling 
off during the market season 
of 
1920, and even the highest quality 
leaf may suffer from competition 
with the Virginia type, if this is 
produced in 
anywhere 
near 
the 
quantity indicated by the acreage 
planned.” 
Relative to the dark tobacco sit­ 
uation, the survey says, “the present 
deplorable stagnant market for it 
is 
resultant 
of 
two 
factors— the 
present situation 
of 
foreign 
ex­ 
change and the fact that growers 
were either unwilling 01 unable to 


market their tobacco early in the 
season. 
“France, however,** says the re­ 
port, “is likely to become a heavier 
buyer 
of 
American 
dark 
tobacco 
within 
the 
near 
futttie. provided 
that English exchange ign ifies it­ 
self, because any improvement in 
English exchange lr quite likely to 
be reflected in an improvement in 
French exchange rate?. This state­ 
ment does not apply as strongly, if 
It all, to Italian exchange rates and 
hence the situation as to an Italian 
market is not encouraging. 
“It 
does 
not 
seem , reasonable, 
therefore, to expect a recovery in 
dark tobacco prices until thoae ab­ 
normal economic conditions are re­ 
lieved,” the review concluded.

By the Associated Press 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 5.— Del­ 
egates at large who will cast Mis­ 
souri’s four votes in the national 
convention at Chicago will be elect­ 
ed

state con­ 
vention 
which will assemble here 
today. 
Four alternates, 
eighteen 
presi­ 
dential electors and a national com­ 
mitteeman also are to be elected 
and 
resolutions 
adopted 
outlining 
the Missouri party’s view's on the! 
political issues. 
Two of the presidential electors 


will be named by the convention 
and each of the sixteen congression­ 
al districts will choose one. Eleven 
hundred delegates will sit in the 
convention. 
Final arrangements for the gath­ 
ering are being completed, accord­ 
ing to an anhouncement by Judge 
Fred Coon of Kansas City, chair­ 
man, of a sub committee of the 
state central 
committee appointed 
to handle the details. 
As yet the program of speakers 
is tentative, but, according to com­ 
mittee members, the keynote speech 
probably will be delivered by ROS­ 
COW Patterson of Springfield, who, 
it is understood, is slated 
to be 
temporary 
chairman 
of 
the 
con­ 
vention. 
The question of whether women 
shall 
be 
given 
representation 
on 
the “big four” is arousing much in­ 
terest throughout the state, reports 


here indicate. The belief prevails 
among many Republicans, it is said, 
that one or more of the delegates 
at large should be women. Others 
believe 
that 
the 
four 
delegates 
should be from the ranks of the 
newly enfranchised voters. 
With 
the 
appointment 
by 
the 
convention of its credentials com­ 
mittee, livel yinterest is expected to 
center upon the matter of settling 
the claims of contesting delegations. 
Opposing forces in several districts, 
including Kansas City and St. Jo­ 
seph, have announced they expected 
to carry contests to the convention.

During the war, while public 
attention was diverted from many 
everyday problems, the number of 
houses in which piecework is done 
increased greatly, and according to 
statistics there are now 16,219 of

The weight of the load is the test of the road. A highway 
that permits the hauling of only a half ton load is a failure 
if th a t highway can be improved to the point where it will 
permit hauling a ton and a half. 
When the condition of the 
highway is such that a farm er is required to make three trips 
and spend three days hauling his produce to m arket when 
one trip in one day would be sufficient on a good road, that 
road is altogether a failure. 
Once we were told by a farm er 
th at it took him thirty days to haul thirty bales of cotton to 
m arket just because of one mud hole in the road. If that mud 
hole had been filled up, he could have saved twenty days time 
in one season. 
Figure a man and team at five dollars a day 
and see what impassable roads cost.

Tag-stringing, another oc­ 
cupation employing boys and girls, 
brings ten cents a thousand tags.

As the families earning these mis­ 
erable pittances must dwell in the 
most unhealthful surroundings, much 
illness was discovered, tuberculosis 
being prevalent and influenza wide­ 
spread. While the children work on 
what their limited capacities permit 
them to do, the parents are engaged 
at. the making of clothing. Although

‘“The president is never inter­ 
viewed in an ordinary way.

Perhaps its greatest virtue was found in the fact that it introduced 
mechanical principles into time telling and thus was the ancestor of our 
modern clocks and watches.

Oklahoma will send eight women 
delegates to the d em o crat national 
convention, two of whom are college 
j women who are proud to trace their 
lineage back to famous Indian chief­ 
tains. 
Mrs. Richard L. Fite, whose home 
is in Tahlequah, once one of the 
capitals of the Five Nations of In- 
i dian Territory, is a grandniece of 
j Sequoyah, the inventor of the Chero­ 
kee alphabet. Sequoyah is the most 
i distinguished of all the Indian^ who- 
made the civilized tribes the wonder 
of all who studied them in the days 
when the aborigines were a problem 
to congress. In addition to main­ 
taining a legislature of their own, 
the Cherokees paid much attention 
I to education and supported a male 
and female seminary, founded more 
than seventy-five years ago. In this 
seminary, which bor© the title of 
Cherokee Female Seminary, in 1880, 
when she was graduated, the little 
Indian girl received her education. 
A few years later she married Dr. 
Richard L. Fite, a physician from 
Georgia, and their home, “The Shad­ 
ows,” near Tahlequah, is one of the 
principal centers of social life in 
that part of Oklahoma, for there 
are young 
folk 
there who 
bring 
many interests from outside. Three 
of the sons served in the World 
War, one going through five battles 
as a private, and another, who had i 
taken his father’s profession, being 
an assistant surgeon in the navy. A 
daughter, Catherine, educated in the 
east, is widely known as a platform 
entertainer, and is popular on Chau­ 
tauqua circuits. 


i 
Mrs. Fite was chairman of the 
first Womens’ Democratic club of; 
Oklahoma and during the wrar was I 
chairman for her county in every 
Liberty Loan drive. When the se­ 
lection of delegates to the demo- 
oi at ic national convention was made, 
the state convention gave Senator 


j Owen the privilege of naming half 
(he number. Mrs. Fite’s name was 
on his list, and she was also the 
choice of the state convention, the 
only delegate to receive this double 
honor. Thus she has no reason to 
doubt her popularity or to question 
the general opinion that she is pe­ 
culiarly well fitted to represent Ok­ 
lahoma. She has been recognized as 
a strong factor in politics ever since 
the women of the state have had 
the franchise. It has been said that 
her fine intelligence, her party loyal­ 
ty and her power to present demo­ 
cratic principles convincingly have 
done much to convert men who have 
been 
strongly 
opposed 
to 
woman 
suffrage. 
Mrs. Fite is striking in appearance 
and she has great charm of manner 
A lover of music, she recently went 
to hear Madame Schumann-Heink, 
who appeared in concert in Mus­ 
kogee. 
Afterward, 
the singer and 
the democratic leader met, but they 
talked of neither music nor poli­ 
tics. After the manner of women 
less celebrated, they told each other 
about the children who had brought 
so much interest and so much love 
into their lives. 
Daughter of Delaware Chief. 
The other delegate of Indian des­ 
cent is Mrs. Eugene B. .Lawson, of 
Nowata. When Oklahoma was Indian 
Territory, a little girl was born In 
Al-lu-we, the daughter of 
J. 
E. 
Campbell, a Virginian who had set­ 
tled in the territory and had married 
the daughter of the Rev. Charles 
Journeycake, the last chief of the 
Delawares. The child, 
Roberta E. 
Campbell, wras educated by private 
tutors until she went to college in 
Missouri. In 
1901, Miss Campbell 
was married to Eugene B. Lawson, 
an attorney and now an oil producer 
of large interests. 
Mrs. Lawson was a clubwoman 
before she became identified actively 
in politics. In addition to being sent 
to the convention at San Francisco, 
seh was chosen at the state demo­ 
cratic convention in Muskogee, Feb­ 
ruary l l , 1920, presidential elector 
from the first district. Mrs. Lawson 
is the first woman in Oklahoma to 
receive this honor. Mr. Lawson is as 
strong in his republican convictions 
as Mrs. Lawson is in her democratic
